THE ISSUE DEVELOPING. 


LOTTERIES AND ONE-SIDED LAWS. 
In Massachusetts the war upon lotteries 
has been reopened with sincerity and vigor. 
The Worcester Light Artillery Company, 
for several charities, has announced a fair, 
and among the attractions are costly prizes, 
to be distributed by lot. Against this 
scores of earnest protests are pouring in to 
the law officers. The protestants bold that 
if for that venerable organization the law is 
to close its eyeB to a violation of the Penal 
Code, it cannot with propriety open them 
upon offenders who conduct regular lot­ 
teries. There is no resisting this logic, for 
it puts the matter in the plainest terms. 
In this State it might be unsafe to an­ 
nounce a regular lottery drawing, but it 
is notorious that churches and charity fes­ 
tivals and fairs do conduct lotteries, and 
robe the crime with the mantle of sanctity 
under the belief that the law officers will 
not profane it—and they do not. Yet our 
laws are as stringent m letter as those of 
M veeachusetta. Lottery tickets are openly 
Bold and exposed for sale in California, but 
the executors of the law are blind to the 
fact, apparently. It cannot be said that 
the law is a dead letter, or that the public 
sentiment does not support it, yet its vio­ 
lation by certain classes íb winked at. The 
law prohibits the advertising of lotteries, 
but the drawings of schemes are adver­ 
tised in San Francisco 
journals un­ 
der the illogical plea that the an- 
nonncement of a result is not an infraction 
of the law. We should enforce the law 
according to its intent or abandon it. The 
people reaffirmed their will as to the in­ 
hibition of lotteries by the adoption of the 
new Constitution, which commands “ any 
scheme in the nature of a lottery ” to be 
prohibited. 
We should profit by tho ex 
ample of Massachusetts, and enforce the 
law as will be done there. We oppose dis­ 
criminative legislation; let us be con­ 
sistent and oppose one-sided laws and dis­ 
criminative application of penalties. There 
is a confederacy in crime, and it embraces 
the charity lottery as well as the regular 
“ scheme,” and before the law there is no 
difference between the conductors of either, 


A GREAT INSTRUMENT CONDEMNED. 
Nearly twenty years ago Boston people, 
and for the matter of that music lovers in 
all the United States, were rejoicing over 
the acquisition by the citizens of the mod­ 
ern Athens of the great Music Hall organ. 
It was spoken of generally as the eighth 
wonder of the world. It was the chief 
triumph of the best art of Waloker, the 
great builder of organs at Ludwigsberg, 
and in its construction the utmost care was 
taken to approach perfection. It will be 
remembered how the event of its dedica­ 
tion was heralded as the finale of one of 
the greatest of modern mechanical achieve­ 
ments, and how thousands were held in 
silence by the recitation of the ode of ded­ 
ication, recited by Charlotte Cushman just 
before its tones were heard. No one then 
bslieved that the great organ would ever 
be removed from Boston’s Music Hall, or 
would be surpassed within the ceBtury. 
Bat better and larger organs have since 
been constructed, and long since Cincin­ 
nati eclipsed Boston by setting up an 
everyway finer instrument, Boston people 
are sadly recalling the enthusiasm of nine­ 
teen years ago, now that its great organ 
is to lose the casket for which it 
was 
constructed, for in the muta­ 
tions of two decades it has come 
to pass that the instrument is considered 
an incumberacce in Musio Hall, and the 
owners of the building decreed its re- 
movaj anu sale, Hundreds of people who 


The indications are that the protection 
advocates have awakened to a realization 
of the fact that tariff revision will again 
be agitated next winter. That they may 
maintain the hold they now have, it 
1 is understood that they will ask for protec 
: tion in a greater degree, thus endeavoring 
1 to gain ground upon which to force a com 
promise on the present basis. On the other 
band, the extreme free-traderH will proba­ 
bly yield to meet the “ tariff for-revenue- 
only ” advocates largely, in order to get 
some -foothold for future operations. In 
the consideration of this subject in the 
meantime the following figures from the 
census reports as to the protected and un­ 
protected classes, may be studied by the 
people with advantage. Those unprotected 
now are : In agriculture, 7,070,493 ; pro­ 
fessional and personal services, 4,074,038; 
trade and transportation, 1,810,230 ; man­ 
ufacturing, mechanical and miciDg, 2,837,­ 
112. Total unprotected workers, 17,391,­ 
899. Ia “ high protected,rindustries there 
were enrolled, in round numbers, about 
1,000,000 employes and operatives, for 
whom the 1G,000,000 pay an average of 50 
per cent, advance on products of the 
world’s industry. The New York Sun 
openly expresses the belief that this ques­ 
tion of tariff revision will disrupt tho De­ 
mocracy, and urges “ the total abolition of 
the internal revenue system ” as a safe 
plank for the coming campaign. In this 
it discloses the desire to win over voters 
by a repeal of the whisky tax. It will not 
do. That matter cannot be forced to the 
prominence of a vital issuo. The Sun must 
accept the inevitable, and that is a division 
on the tariff in the party ranks, while the 
.Republicans will be found harmonized and 
a unit in 1S84 on the middle ground. 
BOUND BY THB CONFESSION. 
It makes no difference in the position of 
the Examiner that it spoke of Civil Service 
Commissioner Eaton as a Democrat when 
it approved so warmly of his appointment 
by President Arthur. It was purposely 
allowed to indulge in the belief that the 
Chairman of the Commission is a Demo­ 
crat, to apply its confession to a case 
nearer at home—a case of scandalous 
conduct and injury to public interests, 
and one concerning which the Examiner 
has not had the moral courage to 
open its lips. Now the" fact is that Mr. 
Dorman B. Eaton is not a politician in the 
sense in which the Examiner understands 
and uses that term. As an advocate of 
civil service reform he has won the dis­ 
tinction he now enjoys, and not as a party 
man. But this does not affect the binding 
admissions made by the Examiner ; it has 
“ gone back” upon the most cherished 
doctrine of its party, “ to the victors be­ 
long the spoils,” and has shocked all its 
party friends by admitting that a partisan 
appointing power may often do well to 
select one of “ the other side,” who is by 
reason of his special fitness for the position 
the candidate of all others to be chosen. 
We wish the Examiner to adhere to its new 
position, for the occasions will be frequent 
for its application, and besides it thus is 
made to administer to its own kind a severe 
rebuke, unintentional though it may be, 
and notwithstanding it has had the wrong 
Eaton by the button-hole. 
ARMY DESERTIONS, 
It is said that desertions from the United 
States army are very frequent, and it is 
attributed to the fact that as a rule re­ 
cruits arc drawn from the “ worthless 
class.” 
There are faithful and good 
men in every command, but there can 
be no question that the army in time of 
peace is also the resort to a considerable 
extent of a class of men who are of very 
doubtful character. Recruiting is carried 
on chiefly in large cities ; physical ability 
to pasB the surgeon’s examination is about 
the only requirement insisted upon, and 
the character of the men and their pre­ 
vious history aro hut casually considered. 
There is also such small pay, that the man 
possessed of any sort of ambition will 
make the army the very last and the des­ 
perate resort. Very many of the soldiers 
arc kept long periods at distant stations on 
the frontiers, and in snch cases the restless 
and worthless, who Pave no proper sense of 
duty, seek the first opportunity to desert 
and be lost in the crowds of more thickly 
settled regions. What is needed is to ele­ 
vate the moral standing of the private sol­ 
diers of the army; to inculcate a loftier 
patriotic sentiment ; to set up a higher 
standard of character as a prerequisite to 
enlistment, and to increase the rewards to 
so as to more nearly approach recompense 
for good service. 
JEFF DAVIS AGilN. 
Mr. Jefferson Davis made a speech re­ 
cently, in which, in eulogiziDg Albert Sid­ 
ney Johnston, he held that had Johnston 
lived half an hour longer General Grant 
would have been driven back defeated and 
would never have won the final victory 
for the Union that he did. The exact 
words of Mr. Davis are not at hand, but 
this we are given to understand was the 
gist of the reference he made to General 
Grant. There can be no objection to Jeff 
Davis speculating as to what might have 
been, but it will strike the average man aB 
scarcely comporting with tbe proprieties 
for the ex-Rebel President to men­ 
tion the matter at all. 
He but invites by 
his utterance the attention of tbe world 
anew to his own treason, and to the mourn­ 
ful contemplation of how many brave and 
noble men laid down their lives for the 
lost cause.

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DOMESTIC. 
The Xcwliull Barkeeper’s Trial, 
Milwaukee, April 9.h.—The April crim- 
icai term of the Municipal Court will begin 
to-morrow. 
The case of George Schc-Her, 
who stands charged with having set the fire 
which destroyed the Newhall House, and the 
lives of not less than seventy-five inmates, 
heads the docket. The case will be pro­ 
ceeded with at once, the prosecution and de­ 
fense alike being ready to go on. Inasmuch 
as the case has attracted univeral attention, 
and fcccti thoroughly canvassed among afi 
clashes and nationalities comprising the com­ 
munity, great diffijuly may be experienced in 
securing a jury. The regular panel and sev­ 
eral special venires must necessarily be ex­ 
hausted before the required twelve can be 
found to judge the csss upcn the merits of 
the testiuiODy. To secure a jury, at least 
two days will be required, and the work of 
taking testimony cannot begin before Thurs­ 
day morning. Tha number cf witnesses to 
he examined is so large that the trial may 
drag through !o nearly the end of the month, 
yet so great is the interest felt in the result, 
that the Court-rrom will bp densely thronged 
from morning till night until a conclusion is 
reached, 
OPENING OF THE TRIAL. 
M ilwaukee, April 10th.—The trial of 
George Scheller, charged with setting the 
Newhall House on fire, was opened in the 
Criminal Court this morning. Great interest 
was evinced on every side, and long before 
the time set for examination the Ccurt-room 
wqb crowded. The prosecution was repre­ 
sente 1 by District Attorney Clark aud R. J. 
Somers, City Attorney, whiie counsel for the 
defense appeared in the persons of John Mo- 
Kenney, former District Attorney, and W. 
H. Ebbetts. Scheller was the centre of ob­ 
servation when Drought into Court. He was 
rather pallid from bis long, close confinement, 
but looked b-.tter than when arrested. He 
carried himself confidently and calmly. The 
day’s proceedings were confined to the secur­ 
ing of a jury, and were accordingly without 
special interest. Coutrary to general expec­ 
tation, the whole jury was impaneled before 
the final adjournment this evening. The 
jury is an intelligent one, and it is expected 
that the case will make rapid progress.

Juinety feat of 
ground caved in, the engioe-bouse, in which 
were eight men, and containing all the mine 
machinery and four largo boilere,going down a 
distance of over 200 feet. All tbe men were 
killed outright except Ed. Wicks, who went 
down 100 feat, and remained on top of the 
debris with a leg broken at the thigh and 
one rib broken near the heart, until rescued.

The Star Koate Trial. 
W ashington, April 10th,—Miner contin­ 
ued his testimony in the star route trial to­ 
day.

Terrible Experience at Sea. 
H a lifa x , April 10th.—The steamer Not- 
tingbill, from New York April 1st for Lon­ 
don, has put in here, after a" terrible experi­ 
ence at eev. Oa Tuesday evening, after sail­ 
ing, a gale beguD, which raged throughout 
the night, becoming a cyclone on Wednesday 
morning, when the Bhip was thrown on her 
beam ends. For two days following a hurri­ 
cane prevailed. The nrizzen boom was torn 
away end dashed against the ekylight of tho 
engine-room, through which the boom and 
glass Yell, seriously injuring three engineers 
Ali tha doors of the deck houses were burst 
in and the rooms gutted. The galley was 
wrecked, and a great part of the ship’s pro­ 
visions carried away. Thirty-three feet of 
solid steel bulwarks were swept into the sea 
and SO feet more damaged. The stancheons 
were tcra from their fastenings aa if scaffold­ 
ing, and multitudinous seaa drowned the fires 
and threatened to overwhelm the 6hip. For 
forty-eight hours the ship was still on her 
beam ends and the pump3 choked. Men 
were kept bailing, but were only able to 
keep the water from gaining. The live stock 
in the hold were swimming about ali the 
time, and having no fodder. On Friday 
morning the men went in a body‘to Captain 
Bennett and demanded to be taken into port 
or bave the ship abandoned. The demand 
was impossible, the water in the engine-room 
preventing fires, and there being only two 
boats left. On Friday night the weather 
moderated, and on Satur&ay the storm sub­ 
sided. The ship being tight, the water was 
quickly reduced, steam raised, and aa soon as 
the ship got under way she righted. Thirty- 
four bullocks and six sheep were lost out of 
the 131 head of cattle and 199 sheep on board. 
About 100 tons of cargo was washed over­ 
board.

Two active Socialists were arrested at Vi­ 
enna Monday. A Socialist manifesto has 
been distributed throughout the city. 
Tbe Baltimore Coffee Exchange formally 
opened Monday, and the first regular cail was 
made. C. Morton Stewart is the President. 
Babcock & Waterous, manufacturers of 
wool and straw hats at MiddletowD, N. Y., 
have assigned. 
Their liabilities are un­ 
known. 
A Hamburg dispatch says that Dr. Haver- 
mann, a yonng physician of Rostock, his 
been appointed physician to the Queen of 
Madagascar,

It is stated that a new jar7 will be drawn 
for another batch of New Orleans election 
fraud cases, to be called Friday in the United 
States Circuit Court. 
A Gibraltar dispatch says that four slaves 
were sold on a public street in Tangiera, near 
the British Legation, and that the Europeans 
cf Tangiere are indignant. 
Twelve hundred eigarmakers are en a strike 
in Cincinnati, demanding an increase of §1 
p9r thousand, in consequence of the taking 
the tax off of §3 per thousand. 
The Chief of Police, of Toledo, Ohio, has 
ordered the arrest of Coy, chief member of 
tbe au-pended banking firm of Coy & Co., on 
a charge of embezzling trust funds. 
A large portion of the country in the south­ 
ern part of Rnssia is covered with water, 
owiog to floods in the rivers. Traffic on the 
railways has been suspended temporarily. 
Washington and Henry Tobias, of New 
York, two brothers, aged 30 and 35, are de­ 
faulters to the amount of §50,000. Th9 
money belonged to their lato father’s estate. 
David C. Bliss, known to the country as 
the doctor who abstracted §35,000 worth of 
bonds from a safe in the office of E. B. Treat, 
the New York publisher, has been arrested. 
Accounts of a dreadful domestic tragedy 
have been received at Berlin from Cham, Ba­ 
varia. A rope-maker killed his wife, mother- 
in-law and two sons, and then poisoned him­ 
self.

The Grand Army of the Republic, De­ 
partment of Maryland and Washington, has 
decided to participate in the annual reunion 
cf the Society of the Army of the Potomac 
to be held in Washington May 10th and 17th, 
The appraisers of the Otoe Indian lands of 
Kansas and Nebraska have finished their 
task and value the lands at from §4 to §10 
per acre. Secretary Teller is satisfied that 
tie can protect all interests, and the sale will 
be made about May 1st.

R evenue M atters.—U nder date of April 
2d A. L. Frost, Collector of Iuternal Reve­ 
nue for this district, has received the follow­

Labels for this purpose will be furnished by 
this office, in which it will be necessary for 
the claimant tc insert in writing hia name 
and place, and the num ber of the collection 
district and State.

pense, for by having their

The Galleries, indicated by the dotted lines, arc 86 
feet in width, and surround the three Halls of 
the main floor. 
The foregoing sketch will give an idea of the general arrangement of the plan. 
“A ” is 
the main exhibition hall, 130x220 feet. 
In the corners of this hall are stairs leading up to 
the gallery, which is 36 feet wide, and extends around the hall, the front portion being 60 
feet wide and elevated aome 4 feet above the other gallery—thus giving weary spectators a 
chance to be seated, and yet have a general survey of the hall and exhibits. 
Adjoining this 
main hall, on one side, ie an apartment for machinery (B), which ie 120 feet wide by 100 feet 
long, with a promenade gallery above. This also is supplied with a separate stairs and 
exit. Opposite the machinery hall is the apartment for produce and fruit (C), and a gen­ 
eral conservatory for floral exhibits (D). 
In the second story of this wing ia the art gallery, 
and a wide stairway leads thereto—thus giving an exit direct from the art gallery in case of 
a panic. There is also on each Bide of the main hall elevators, which are expected to be put 
in by parties as permanent exhibits. The main entrance for the ground floor is over 40 feet 
wide—thus giving ample room for general e x it; but to prevent any panic, the gallery has 
two stairways leading direct to the ground. 
These are 12 feet wide each, thus giving an 
aggregate exit to the front of the building of 64 feet in width—beside three other exits, none 
of which are less than 16 feet wide. On one side, over the front entrance, are tho offices of 
the Board of Agriculture, four in number, piovided with closets, dressing-room, etc., and a 
private stairs leads from these down to the ticket-office. The offices can all be thrown into 
one by means of doors sliding upward. 
On one side of the main entrance, on the first floor, 
are refreshment room?, bar, etc. 
On the other side aro the general reception room, cloak 
room, parlor, etc. The center, between the two wings, is domed, and will be about 100 feet 
high inside. 
The roof over the whole building is to be principally of iron and glass, as also 
are the principal walls. 
_ The architects, in a note with the plans furnished for publication, point oat that the 
idea of using the building for social and other, as well aa exhibition purposes, was kept in 
view, aod to this end consideration was had of acoustic properties, a parallelogram, they 
claim being best. Tfce plan permits enlargement, by extending the main hall or either wing. 
The exterior of tho building is to be well broken up with towers and projections, so as to 
present no long surfaces to make it look squatty. The exterior will euggest the purposes for 
which the building and its wings are to be need. 
'
